Votera are reminded by the city 
clerk that the 60 county precincts 
in the city have been consolidated 
Into 15 special voting precincts. He 
has Inserted with each sam ple bal­ 
lot a card directing attention to the 
location of the voting place in each 
of the 15 special precincts. 
The 
number sent out w as 11,850. 
Pointing out that the polls open 
at 6 a. rn. and close at 7 p. rn. 
V egeley said that voters who have 
m oved since March 12 from the 
precinct in which they registered 
m ay return to that precinct and 
cast ballots. 
If it should happen 
that the old precinct and the new 
precinct to which they have moved 
are both in the special precinct 
their status Is unchanged.

to March 12 and failed to make a 
transfer cannot vote. 
All Vote on S Trustees 
The city clerk declared that con­ 
fusion still exists in the minds of 
m any residents as to voting on 
candidates for the city council. He 
said the

only for candidates In the ward in 
w hich they live. 
This is not true. 
T he members of the 
council are 
elected by the city at large, but 
only *>ne man is to be elected in 
each ward.

Orange county gained $200,000 in 
valuation of solvent credits 
and 
outside stocks in 1926 
Sim ilar 
representations 
w e r e 
made by A. J. Crookshank in his 
wire to State Senator Chester M. 
Kilns, requesting that the latter 
vote against the repeal measure. 
“This legislation is not only ill­ 
advised but will have a most det­ 
rim ental effect upon the economic 
development of the state,” declared 
the executive of the F irst National 
bank, in 
expressing 
his 
disap­ 
proval of the measure. 
The bank president went on to 
say th a t instead of increasing the 
assessable wealth of the state for 
tax purposes, the bill, lf enacted 
into law, will discourage wealthy 
out-of-state -people from becoming 
residents of this state. 
Moreover, 
he 
added, 
California 
residents 
holding foreign securities, now con­ 
tributing to the assessable wealth 
of the state, will find it advantage­ 
ous to reinvest their holdings in 
tax-exem pt securities, from which 
there is no direct revenue to the 
•tate or its political subdivisions. 
T. C. Robinson, vice president 
of the Orange County T rust and 
Savings bank, commenting on the 
bill, said that its enactm ent would 
be a severe handicap to the de­ 
velopment of the Southland and 
would, in a great measure, neu­ 
tralize the efforts made by cham ­ 
bers of commerce and kindred or­ 
ganizations to induce w ealthy peo­ 
ple to make their home in this 
state.

houses. 
Our city should strive to 
protect Its homes snd encoursge 
the building of residences, rather 
than 
rows 
of 
apartm ents 
and 
“houses for rent.” 
There Is a 
limit to the am ount of taxation 
that a home-owner can stand, and 
we are rapidly approaching th at 
limit. 
As to w ater supply, there m ust 
be ample provision to secure w ater 
for future possibilities of develop­ 
ment, and much m ight be said on 
this subject which I shall not a t­ 
tem pt to say at this time. 
Adequate fire protection mean» 
secure homes and low insurance 
rates, and our schools m ust be 
equal to the best. In provision for 
these vital things we should go the 
limit, but all the ordinary every­ 
day expense In operating the city 
affairs should be cut to the bone. 
It m ust be borne In mind th at 
we are operating under the very 
most extravagant form of city gov­ 
ernm ent; th at ie, a five-m anager 
form, where one m anager would be 
better and cheaper. 
However, we 
get as good a governm ent as we 
deserve, for we get out of our 
government only w hat we put Into 
it; and about how much does the 
average citizen contribute? 
He kicks about his taxes, curses 
the city council, and goes on about 
his private business or recreation, 
leaving the constructive work to 
“someone else.”

As a m atter of fact that 
fight began the very day the M an­ 
chus, an alien oriental race, fasten ­ 
ed them selves upon the Chinese in 
1644. The fight is one for em anci­ 
pation from despotic rule. 
And the 
fight will continue until the R e­ 
public is established in fact as well 
a s 
In 
name. 
A ccording 
to 
Mr. 
L iang 
Chi-Chow , 
C hina's 
most 
em inent living scholar, "th e rocks 
of the m ountains w ill decay and 
the w aters of the sea will dry up 
before Chilte 
reverts 
to a m on­ 
arch y." 
Due to the unequal treaties ne­ 
gotiated by the M anchus w ith the 
w estern powers, young China now 
discovers 
th at 
her national 
sov­ 
ereignty has been assailed and Im­ 
paired. 
W hat she aspires to is not 
concessions from any foreign pow­ 
ers but m erely a restoration of her 
lost independence. 
And the fight 
w ill continue till the powers 
realize 
the 
gross 
International 
injustice 
they have done China, and give 
China her legitim ate place In the 
fam ily of nations. 
China Is trying to solve the com ­ 
bined problem s that faced W ash ing­ 
ton In 1776 and Lincoln In 1861— 
she Is trying to regain her national 
independence and at the sam e time 
bring about national unity. 
It was 
the ideals of these two A m erican 
statesm en plus those of Jefferson 
that m otivated Sun Y at Sen in his 
early efforts against the Manchus. 
Intense Nationalistic Spirit 
The rebirth of the Chinese nation 
is characterized by an Intense n a­ 
tionalistic spirit. 
From the first 
days of the Republic up to 1919 the 
aw akening of China w as confined 
largely to the student and more in­ 
telligent 
m erchant 
classes. 
The 
high points of that period which 
aroused 
nation-w ide feeling 
were 
the Tw enty-one Demands of Japan 
and 
the 
V ersailles 
peace 
treaty. 
From 1919 to 1925 the aw akening 
entered its second stage when the 
laboring classes were reached. B e ­ 
ginning In Canton where Fun T at 
Bon had formed the Knom ingtang 
or People’s party, the tide of n a­ 
tionalism swept steadily northward. 
From an Incoherent and Inarticu­ 
late mass, labor In 
China today 
has become a powerful facto r to 
be reckoned with in any national 
crisis. 
The two significant events 
of this period were the seam en’s 
strike of Hongkong In 1923 and the 
M ay 30 shooting a ffa ’r of Shanghai 
in 1925. 
It w as during the latter period 
th at 
R ussian 
influence 
began 
to 
appear In China. 
Russia, posing j 
as the only country ready to deal 
w ith China as an equals was w el­ 
comed by Sun T a t Sen largely be­ 
cause he could not secure aid from 
eith er G reat B ritain or Am erica. 
R ussian advisers were appointed to 
the m ost Im portant departm ents in 
the southern or Cantonese govern­ 
m ent. 
The R ussian contribution to 
the 
cause 
lies 
chiefly 
In 
aiding 
method and experience In party o r ­ 
ganization and propaganda to the 
enthusiasm of the nationalists. 
Tw o W ings in Party 
T h e in flrx of com m unistic ideas 
into Sun T a t Sen’s Knom ingtang 
p arty 1 as given rise to two wings 
in the party. 
The followers of Dr. 
Sun, who a-e m oderates and un­ 
sym pathetic to 
communism, 
are 
known as tho "right wing’’ group. 
In this party are to be found many 
C hristians including Sun Foo, son 
of Sun T a t Sen and a graduate 
of the U niversity of California, T. 
V. Boong, a H arvard graduate, and 
H su Chien, an earnest Christian of 
Canton, 
all 
strong 
leaders. 
The 
radical» or com m unists are known 
as the "left w ing” 
group. 
The 
m ilitary leader of the N ationalist 
movem ent who succeeded Sun Y at 
Sen on hi* death in 1925 is Chlang 
K ai-sh ek, a m em ber of the "right 
w ing.” 
A t 
the 
present 
w riting 
(M arch 12) there seem s to be con­ 
siderable dissension in the party 
because of 
disagreem ent 
as

w hich viewpoint or wing shall con­

ary revolution, fathered by Hu Shih 
a graduate of Cornell and Colum ­ 
bia, has unlocked the classical lan ­ 
guage rf Confucius and stepped It

of the 
street. 
F or centuries the language 
w as embalmed in an im pregnable 
form, sim ilar to Latin, th at only 
the scholars could understand. Now 
m agazines and books by the hun­ 
dreds and thousands are being pro­

in 
the 
spoken 
language. 
! Furtherm ore, 
a 
One 
Thousand 
I C haracter movement, originated by 


I Jam es Y. C. Ten of the Y. M. C. A. 
I has spread with am azing rapidity, 
j It alma to teach the Illiterate Chi- 
! nese one thousand of the sim plest 
I and commonest 
ch aracters 
in a 
short space of time. 
Already m il­ 
lion* of illiterate* have been taught 
to read and write. 
Thia new la n ­ 
guage I* known aa the Pel hau. 
In 1920 the U niversity of E duca­ 
tion proclaimed that the text book* 
used in the prim ary school* should 
be w ritten in this form. 
It I* in­ 
teresting to note In this connection 
that when the Bible was translated 
Into Chinese a hundred years ago 
it was put Into the vernacular and 
not the classical form. 
The literary 
upheaval 
becam e 
the forerunner of a Chinese ren ais­ 
sance which is a critical movement 
based on science end democracy. 
Traditional custom s as well as new 
Ideas from the W est are teated In 
the crucible of the R enaissance b e­ 
fore they are accepted by the In­ 
tellectuals. 
Once accepted they are 
likely to become the equipm ent of 
the new day. 
Escape* From Id o la try 
In her struggle for spiritual in­ 
dependence China I* escaping from 
j idolatry and polytheism to m cno- 
i theism. 
T h is brings them to what 
I Is the m ast basic concept of W est­ 
ern civilization— the Idea

The spiritual revolution also

: More Bibles have been sold than 
ever before In the history of C hris­ 
tian ity in China. 
It Is the calm Judgm ent of the 
j best Informed Chinese and foreign­ 
ers that the situation today is ex­ 
ceedingly hopeful—this, in spite of 
civil war, anti-foreignlsm and the 
activities of soviet R ussia.

tim e when people’s 
hearts w ere filled with so much 
hope.

Such a treaty has not existed since th e days of 
I’orfirio Diaz. 
It m ight be said th a t since that 
time there has not been a president or governm ent 
in Mexico fully capable of perform ing all the re ­ 
quirements of such a treaty. 
M ost of the adm in­ 
istrations have been the direct or Indirect result of 
revolution, and all of them . including the apparently 
regularly elected one of President Calles, has had 
difficulty in m aintaining itself against revolution. 
Even the Calles governm ent would 
have been 
overthrown, in all probability, had not the United 
States prevented the shipm ent of arm s and m u­ 
nitions into th a t country for revolutionary purposes. 
It seems strange, then, to hear Obregon say: “We 
m ust not think about such a treaty before m ost 
cordial and sincere relations are established entitling 
up to enjoy m utual confidence.” 
W e have treaties 
with practically every governm ent 
in 
the 
world. 
Their making did not aw ait "cordial and sincere 
relations.” 
On the contrary, they w ere entered into 
primarily to secure such relations. 
“M utual confi­ 
dence between nations is prom pted by the existence 
of m utually beneficial and acceptable treaties, fa ith ­ 
fully perform ed. 
The hest w ay for Mexico and the U nited States 
to get upon a basis of Justice and m utual regard 
is to fram e a definite treaty covering their relations 
and responsibilities and

It will be just like those Greeks to go ahead and 
do it, too, though it looks more like an American 
publicity stunt than a Greek performance, 
To Socrates, perhaps the greatest and best of the 
ancient Greeks, it matters not at all. 
More than 
2300 years ago that tired old man. refusing to change 
his course and denying that he had done anything 
except try to improve the character of the Athenians, 
cheerfully drank the deadly hemlock and passed to 
his reward. 
Why drag him through the courts now, 
except possibly to make a careless generation better 
acquainted with antique greatness? 
Modern Greece has little to do with the Greeks 
who killed Socrates. 
The whole world reversed the 
Judgment of his enemies long ago. 
And Socrates 
himself needs no defense from any living man. 
What defense could there be so good as his own 
"apologia,” recorded by Plato? It would pay patrons 
of our “best sellers” to get that out of the library 
and read it— not as philosophy, but as a gripping 
human statement in the midst of a great drama, from 
one of the foremost characters of history.

Edison’s idea of “poured" concrete houses is being 
surpassed by an idea still more modern. 
It is nothing 
less than standardized houses of steel. 
A type now being built in Germany is circular, 
with a steel framework surmounted by a dome.like 
structure, the whole so light that it weighs only a few 
tons. 
The outer walls consist of two-inch slabs of in­ 
sulating material, and are screwed to the steel frame. 
The entire construction is said to take only a couple 
of weeks. 
An English manufacturer is building another type 
in Glasgow, for his workmen there. 
The walls are 
felt-lined steel plates, on a wooden frame, and can 
be assembled in a few hours. 
The outside is painted 
to resemble brick or given a thin veneer of arti­ 
ficial stone. 
There is no telling how far the movement will go. 
in this age of steel. 
A few years ago the idea of 
steel furniture and inside trim for office buildings 
was scoffed at, and look at our office quarters and 
equipment now. 
Steel as material for homes is not very appealing 
so far, but that is probably an artistic problem more 
than anything else. 
Make steel houses attractive, 
either concealing the steel or recognizing it as re­ 
spectable building materia! and frankly making the 
best of it, and then the public attitude may change. 
It will help greatly if our mettalurgists can realize 
their ideal of a rustless steel, or a cheap alloy that 
will not rust or stain.
